Add to the ever­ 
present dangers of highway ac­ 
cidents a big holiday week­ 
end, such

iod, and you have an especial­ 
ly dangerous time for the mo­ 
torist. 
July Fourth, this year, falls 
on Monday. 
That means Saturday, Sun­ 
day and Monday traffic will be 
heavy, very heavy. In fact, the 
greatest traffic load of the year 
-any year—iis the July 4th 
week-end. And this 
one 
this 
year has an extra day! 
That means you’ve got to be 
careful! 
You must observe the speed 
warnings as well as all other 
safey traffic signs. These

warning for you. . . not to you.

However, there will be patrol­ 
men on every’ highway and in 
the 
greatest 
numbers 
ever,

So don’t let even one tiny 
black mark appear on your in­ 
surance record. That can prove 
costly too, you know. 
Not more than two out of 
ten outdoorsmen know that a

A jackknifing trailer can do 
tremendous damage—to prop 
erty and to people. So if you’re 
trailering a boat, be sure that 
that a safety chain is attached 
the trailer is well hitched. See 
tha a tsaftye chain is attached 
from trailer to car. 
Double- 
rheck to be certain that the 
cable pulls the boat snugly for­ 
ward to 
balance 
your 
craft 
properly and set it tightly. 
See that the 
transom 
tie­ 
downs are tight. Be sure that 
the tires are properly inflated 
and have no thin spots 
that 
may cause a blowout, or lost 
traction. 
Either a red warning light 
must be on the rear of the 
trailer, or a red reflector at­ 
tached to the stem of the boat, 
where it is clearly visible, when 
you’re driving at night. 
Equally important, be sure 
you have a 1960 trailer license 


and that your boat is num- 
;ored in keeping with Texas 
laws. 
Okay, you’ve launched your 
boat, and you’re on your way. 
Do you have a coast-guard- 
i proved life preserver aboard 
for each passenger? 
If 
not, 
you’re violating the Federal and 
State laws regarding safety a - 
float. And you’re violating the 
first rule of safety if you don’t 
make the 
kiddies wear 
life 
vests. 
Do you have at least two pad­ 
dles aboard, just in case of mo­ 
tor failure? 
And, speaking of motors, did 
you gas up properly . . careful­ 
ly? 
Outboarders should remove 
the tank from the boat and fill 
the tank either at the filling 
station pump or on the dock 
not while the tank is in t h e 
boat. Inboarders should exer­ 
cise even greater care. 
Two inboards have exploded 
on Lake Austin, already, this 
very summer. Accumulated gas 
fumes in the bilge ignited when 
the ignition key was turned on 
Boating accidents 
are 
in 
creasing. The Winslow Co. of 
Venice, Florida, reports that 
last year, in New York State 
there were more fatalities from 
boating accidents 
than 
from 
cars. In New Jersey less than 
one iper cent of the auto acci 
dents proved fatal—as com­ 
pared to a 14 per cent fatality 
rate for boating accidents. 
The dangers of 
w ater 
are 
hidden ones. They develop sud­ 
denly and unexipectedly, 
and 
without any warning. 
On the highways you often 
can see an accident coming. On 
the waterways an accident de­ 
velops instantaneously. It can 
be caused by lighting a match, 
by acarelessly thrown cigarette, 
a safety belt that didn’t hold, 
a ski that broke, a barrel that 
sank, a floating mattress or in 
nertube that lost its air. 
There are hundreds of dif­ 
ferent ways. Nearly all are due 
to carelessness. Some are from 
stupidity—like trying to carry 
eight passengers in a five pas­ 
senger boat. Some 
are 
from 
pranksters who just must have 
their fun. But — ninety-eight 
per cent of the accidents on 
our waterways could have been 
prevented—if 
the persons in­ 
volved had been 
safety 
con­ 
scious. 
Policing for safety in equip­ 
ment is one thing. But policing 
the individual is equally impor­ 
tant—and more difficult. 
Take water skiiing for ex­ 
ample. There are more skiers 
this year than ever before. I’ve 
seen men, women and children, 
from 6 to 60 trying to ski—and 
most of them doing it, 
to o . 
Truly it’s becoming more and 


There is one dark blot on 
the enjoyment of water skiing, 
however. I refer to accidents. 
The distressing thing about it 
is that none of them are nec­ 
essary. They seldom happen to 
the beginning skier. He or she 
usually is cautious and follows 
instructions to the letter, while 
trying to learn the sport. 
Usually the man who gets 
hurt is the good skier. The man 
who thinks he is so good that 
he doesn’t need to take even 
the normal precautions. 
He’s the guy wrho will go out 
without a life vest or belt-type 
preserver — and never come

ski 
close to tree stumps and docks 
and other boats . . and motors. 
He’s the guy who isn’t with 
us any more. But as Barnum 
once said — there’s one bom 
every minute.

It is fairly well 
confirmed 
th at the First Baptist Church of 
Hamlin was organized in the 
old Masonic Hall, which 
was 
torn down in 1938 to be replac­ 
ed by a new service station. 


On February 28. 
1906, Rev. 
C. A. Mangum, the Stonewall 
Associational Missionary, led the 
congregation in organization. 
The following were listed as 
C harter Members: A. G. Ar­ 
nett, Mr. and Mrs. S. S. Arnold, 
Mr. and Mrs J. F. McWilliams, 
Mr. and Mrs. Will Roberts, D.

This practice, Mr. Rowell ex­ 
plained, consists of the carry­ 
ing out of 
tillage operations 
on small grain and 
sorgum 
stubble in a m anner that the 
m ajority of the stubble will he 
left on top of the soil where it 
will afford protection against 
wind and w ater 
erosin, 
in­ 
creasing the w ater intake of the 
soil, and reduce loss of m oist­ 
ure 
from 
evaporation. 
This 
practice may be performed with 
any tillage equipment that will 
leave the m ajority of the stub­ 
ble on the surface of the soil, 
but the practice can be most 


effectively performed by use - f 
sweeps 
and 
chisels. 
Stubble 
grazed, burned over, or areas 
from which the stalks 
have 
been removed will not 
qualify 
for cost-share assistance under 
this practice .

Clayton recommend* I ’a 
pints Dieldrin ,1 quart vllep- 
achlor or a quart of 2-1 Toxa- 
phene-DDT mix per acre for 
controlling this post.

grasshopper 
control 
Clayton recommends 
spraying 
around the fence 
rows 
with 
Toxaphene, Clordane, Dieldrin, 
Aldrin or Heptachlor. For Jum ­ 
bo 
hoppers 
Clayton 
recom­ 
mends a wet bait mix of IOO 
lbs. bran, 3-4 quarts of 6(0% 
Toxaphene, 1/2 gallon old lube 
oil, 1/2 gallon blackstrap mo­ 
lasses with just enough water 
added to make a thick paste.
